Our engraving will give a correct idea of Mr. 
De la Haye’s plan of & sub-aqueous railroad be- 
tween England and France. A number of plans 
have been proposed——some of them involving « 
tumpel wader the bottom of the sea, but Mr. De 
La Haye was, we believe, the first to propose 
the connection by means of a reed laid upon the 
bottom. 

«< A very little reflection,” says he, « will euf- 
fice to show that however gigantic such « work 
may be, it can far more easily be accomplished 
than the construeiing of breakwaters in exposed 
situations. In the latter, the whole work has to 
be done in spite of the violence of the waves; 
while in the case of the sub-marine tuane!, the 
work can be all Sat completed on land; for in- 
stead of boring, as of old, it can be built; and 
when placed in sifu, ts infinitely safer, as « 
means of traveling, than are the best ships, ex- 
posed to all the chances of the wind and the 
owa.’* 

The channe! which separates the two countries 
being little more than one buadred thousand feet 
wide, instead of tunnelling the bed of the sea, it 
is proposed to tanne!l the sea itself, by means of 
an iron tube, constructed in one hundred divi- 
sions. Each of these divisions is to be one thou. 
sand feet in length ; and all, according to Mr. De 
eu la coald be within 





accomplished is, he says, by the construction of 
an outer tube or shell, composed of sheet iron, 
one inch thick, one hundred feet wide, and twen- 
ty-five teet high. This is to be slightly arched in 
the cer‘:s, 80 as to form a gradient towards the 
edge of the tannel floor. Each division is to be 
towered om the bed of the water, and an inner tun- 
nel of the ordinary form constructed in the centre 
of the outer tube, and the space between the two 
built up with ctonework. The safety of the inner 
tunnel would thus be independent of the outer 
tube, which would be required chiefly to exclude 
the water while constructing the tunnel. Every 
available means, however, is to be weed for pro- 
tecting the outer tabe, by coating it in the same 
‘way a8 iron ships are done, and covering it with 
tarred canvas sad oak planks, the joints of which 
ate to be caulked ar they are done in vessels con- 
structed with timber. The form of the outer 
tube is to be such as would allow the waves 
easily to flow over it, particularly near the shores, 
where greater breadth would be required than 
im deeper water. 

“The importance, however,’’ says Mr. De la 
Haye, ‘of a great breadth of beam cannot be de- 
nied, as ft would allow « larger space for stone- 
work, which would add greatly to the stability of 
the structare, and render it almost as enduring 
aa the bed of the channel itrelf, of which it 
would, as it were, become an almost inseparable

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MANSIONS OF THE FIFTHU-AVENUEDLES 


The Honorable Wise Morray, in her work on 
America, gives the following rather glowing de- 
scription of some of the splendid maasions to 
which she was invited in New York. The parti- 
cular house whieh she describes in detail, is 
Haight’s fre brown stone mansion, on the corner 
of Fifteenth street and Fifth Avenue 

« Having given « brief deseription of the strie 
of the ordimary dwellings of the afftvent, I will 

st glance at those of the very wealthy, of which 
there are several in Fifth Avenue, and some of 
the squares, surpassing anything | had hitherto 
witnessed in royal or ducal palaces at home. The 
externals of some of these mansions in Fifth 
Avenue are like Apsley House and Stafford 
House, St. James; being substantially built of 
brown stone. At one house which I visited in 
street, about the largest private residence 
in the city, and one which ie considered to com- 
bine the greatest splendor with the greatest taste, 
we ontered a spacious merbie hall, leading to a 
circular stone staircase of great width, the balus- 
trades being figures elAborately cast in bronze.— 
Above this staircase was a lofty dome, decorated 
with painting» in fresco of eastera scenes. There 
were niche. in the wails, some containing Italian 
statuary, sad others ana]! jets of water pouring 
over artificial moss. There were six or eight 
magnificent reception-roome, furnished in various 
styles—the Mediaval, the Elizabethan, the Ita- 





liam, the Persian, the modern English, etc. There i 


were fountains of fairy workmanship, pictures 
from the old masters, statues from Italy, chefs 
@’eevere of art; porcelain from China and Sevres; 
Camasks, cloth of gold, bijear from the East; 
Gobelin tapestry, tables of malachite and agate, 
and «nick-macks’ of every description. In the 
Medieval and Elizabethan spartments it did not 
appear to me any anachronisms had been com- 
mitted with respect to the furniture and decora- 
tions. The light was subdued by passing threagh 
win4ows of rich stalned glass. I saw one table, 
thy value of which might be about 2,000 guineas 
The ground was black marble, with a wreath of 
flowers inlaid with very costly gems upon it.— 
There were flowers or bunches of fruit, of tor 
quoises, carbuneles, rubies, topazes aad eme- 
raids, while the caves were of malachite, corne- 
ian, or agate. The effect produced by this lavish 
employment of wealth was not very good. The 
bed rooms were scarcely less magnificently fur- 
nished than the reception-rooms; with chairs 


formed of stag-horns, tables inlaid with agates, | 


and hangings of Damascus cashmere, richly em- 
bossed with gold. There was nothing gaudy, 
profuse or p in the d or furni 
ture—everything bad evidently been selected and 
arranged by a person of very refined taste.— 
Among the very beautiful works of art. was 
collection of cameos, including some of Cellini’s, 
from the antique, which were really entrancing to 
look upon. Another mansion, which N. P. Wil 
lis jastly describes as ‘a fairy palace of taste and 
art,’ though nol so extensive, was equally beau- 
tiful, and possessed « large winter garden. This 
was approached by passing through a succession 
of very beautiful rooms, the walls of which were 
bung with paintings which would have delighted 
& connoisseur. It was « glass building with « 
high dome; a fine fountein was playing in the 
centre, and round its marble basin were orange, 
palm and myrtle trees, with others from: the tro 
pies, some of them of considerable growth.— 
Every part of the floor that/wes not of polished 
white marble, was thickly carpeted with small 
greea ferns. The gieam of white marbie statues, 
from among the clumps of orange trees and other 
shrubs, was particularly pretty ; indeed, the whole 
had a fairy-like appearance about it. Such man- 
sions us these were rather st variance with my 
ideas of republican simplicity; they contained 
apartments which would have thrown into the 
shade the flgest rooms in Windsor Castie or Buck - 
ingham Palace. 1t is not the custom for Ameri- 
cans to leave large fortunes to their children; 
their wealth ls spent, in great measure, in sur- 
rounding themee!ver with the beaatiful aad the 
elegant in their splendid mansions: and it is 
probable that the adornments whieh have been 
collected with so much expense and trouble, 
will be dispersed at the death of their present 
pomessors.””

England about three years before; but, one Ue 

derwood, a London aklerman, having died after 

taking it, s strong Protestext prejudice srese 
| against its use. Even so lete as the great no- 
| Popery precessions that took place in Londes 
| after the discovery of the pretended Meal Tub 
| Plot, in 1679, « box of Jesuits’ bark was carried 
| in mock state, and ignominiousty burned with the 
Pope's effigy. Nor was it dill the commencement 
of the eighteenth centory, that, by the strennens 
| exertions of Sir Hams Sioane, this truly exceflens 
medicine became popular. 

The day after Cromwell's death, an Order im 
| Counc l) appointed certain medical men te em 
| balm the body. Dr. Bates, who was the Protoe 
| tor’s confidential physician, has left us a full ae 
' count of the proceedings on this oc« tle 
tells us that the intestines were taken out, amd 
then the body, being filled with spices, was wrap 
ped in a six fold serecloth, put into a leadem 
| coffin, and then into a strong wooden one. Yes 
the corruption burst through all, and the 
foul smell pervading the whole house, it was se 
cessary to inter the body before the solemnities 
of the funeral. 

This premature interment of the body necesst- 
tated the construction of a waxen figure to repre 
sent it during the solemaities of the lying: in-state 
and public funeral. The wax figure hering bece 
prepared, it was carried, on the 20th September, 
by the servants of Cromwell's household, from 
Whitehall to Somerset Honse. Ssill, it was avs 
Ull the 18th of the following October that all pre- 
parations were completed, and the apartments 
where the wax figure lay ip state were opened te 
the public. A suite of four rooms, bung with 
black velvet, and decorated with eseutcheons of 
| the arms of Cromwell, surmounted by imperial 
crowns, was devoted to this purpose. Ip the 
| Paner spartment, the waxen figure, dressed mo 

purple velvet robe, furred with ermine, aad 
j adorned with tassels aad laces of gold, lay im 
| regal mate on a bed of scarlet velvet. In one 

hand of the Sgure was placed the globe ; in the 
other the sceptre ; while beside it lay a magnif- 
vent suit of armer, denoting the wariike char« 
ter of the deceased. After lying in this qnaneer 
for upwards of a month, the public funeral wok 
place, with great pomp; the wax figure being 
drawn in a stately, open chariot, covered with 
black velvet, to Westminster Abbey, ‘‘ where, om 
ita arrival at the west gate, the etligy "as cartied 
by ten gentlemen to the east end of the Abbey, 
aad there placed on 4 maasoleu® erected for is 
reception.””

It is ascertained 
that out of ome bundred and twelve pounds of 
wheat, 28 pounds are lost as human food, in the 
shape of bran, kc., which reduce it to #4 pounds 
of what is termed fine flour. Now, were we to 
use the whole grain, we should have bread far 
more wholesome and nutritious, and it would in- 
crease the quantity of food more than 6,000,000 
quarters per annum. The general belief is, tha’ 
bread made from fine flour is the best, and the 
whiter the better. But the whiteness may be, 
and often is, communicated by slum, to the 
great injury of the consumer; and the bread of 
unrefined tour sustains life, while that made 
from refiaed will pot. Keep man on brown 
bread ami water, and be will enjoy good health 
—give him white breed and water, and he will 
soon sieken, and probably in a short time die — 


of nutrition. Take 1,000 pounds of the whole 
grain, and you have of fat, or meat producing | 
material, 2% pounds. in dae dour, 20 pounds—of 
touscular matter in the whele grain, 156 pounds ; 
in fine four, 150 pounds—and of bony material 
in the whole grain, 170 pounds; in @ne Gour, 60 
pounds; in bran, 700 pounds.
